Profiteering In Blue Grass? 

Dealers in bluegrass seed are 
profiteering against farmers and 
discriminating against pi;oducers 
in Central Kentucky, according 

to J. D. Gay of Pine 'Grove. 
Farmers are now being paid $1.60 
a bushel for their seed, which 
is being sold after cleaning by 
dealers for $3.75 says the Lex- 
ington Herald. It is reported 
that seed cleaners of Kentucky 
have bought an inferior crop of 
seed in Missouri for $1.85 and 
paid thf- freight to Lexingtqn, 
artd that they bought 4,000 
bushels of Ohio seed at $1.55, also 
paying the freight. Farmers in 
this section are paid only $1.60 
and must themselves pay the 
freight. 

The action of the dealers at- 
tributed by Mr. Gay to the de- 
cision of large holders of blue- 
grass seed to pool their crops 
and demand $2 a bushel. At a 
mass meeting of farmers held 
about the first ,of July it was 
agreed to pool, and a few large 
holders have kept the agreement. 
The dealers now want to re- 
taliate, according to Mr. Gay, and 
are lirttj^itig inferior seed fl-om 
small dealers and outside the 
state in an effort to cause large 
Central Kentucky holders to \p:w- 
er their prices.
